Washington, D. C., July 22.—In Tas 
Trisune for July 18 you publish an 
article by Mr. Arthur Sears Henning, 
entitled “Catholic Church Has Propa- 
ganda Mill. in Capital.” Beth in the 
headlines and in the body of the article 
the impression is given that the National 
Catholic Welfare conference is an organ- 
ization devoted to propaganda work, 
through which a large amount of money, 
contributed by the Catholic bishops, is 
disbursed. 

While there probably has not been on 
the part of Mr. Henning any intention 
to misrepresent, the article, as it stands, 
is misleading. The National Catholic 
‘Welfare conference cannot with justice 
be styled a propagandist organi 
The conference is directed by an admin- 
istrative committee of bishops elected an- 
nually for that purpose at the meeting of 
the bishops of the United States, held at 
the Catholic university, Washington, 
D. C. The staff offices a® Washington 
occupy a building formerly devoted to 
school purposes and not properly to be 
spoken of as a “ great building.” ! 

By far the greater and most impor- 
tant part of the work of the conference 
has to do exclusively with the promotion 
of the religious welfare of the great body 
of Catholics in the Ufnilted States.
